The Supreme Courft 


According 10 tbo bill rteuntly passed by Cot.- 


Kress, prorldioff for tho smeodmeul of Ihe Judi- 
ciary »ystein, the Supreme Court of the United 
Sutes will eoDilst of nine Jaitlces, Including ibe 
Chief Justice one for etch of lUe nlae circuit! 
established by law ; »nd ID addltloQ there are to 
be nine drcult Judges, wbo are to bold court* 
and each within bit circuit to have Ibe sain 
powers u tbe Justice has heretofore had wbi 
holding court therein. ThU ftddlllou to th 
beucb was absolutely necessary, In rlcw of tb 
accumulation of business lo some of ihe circuit 
and by means of U may be hoped tbat Ibis ac 
cumulation will be cleared out 


Tbe choice of ft largo number of Judges 


thus devolved upon l ho fiesldeut, aud the re 
spoDslbillty Is a weighty one ; for those Judaea 
are to be ihe iuterpreiers of tbe law for the uex 
generation, aud tbey should be chosen from th 
very beet men of the Kind. 


Another provision of Ihe act authorizes an 


Justice ot the Supreme Court, who has atlalue 
the age of seven.y years, and baa served te 
yrara la bis office, to retire upon lull pay. Tb! 
is a wise provision, aud migl^t perhaps bo ex 
tended lo some other departments of publl 
service.
